ON 

VACCINATION  IN  BURMA 

FOR  THE  YEAR  [903-04. 


1.  Establishment. — The  vaccination  establishment  employed  throughout  the  Statement  No.  L 
year  consisted  of  224  vaccinators  as  compared  with  213  in  the  previous  year. 

The  increase  was  in  the  districts  of  Amherst  (2),  Mergui  (1),  Bhamo  (1), 

Katha  (1),  Lower  Chindwin  (3),  Upper  Chindwin  (2),  Pakokku  (3),  Meiktila  (1), 
and  Myingyan  (2).  The  staff  was  reduced  in  the  Thongwa  (4)  and  Thaton  (1) 
districts. 

The  staff  of  Native  Superintendents  of  Vaccination  remained  the  same. 

The  establishment  is  badly  educated,  badly  paid,  and  badly  disciplined.  The 
Director  of  Public  Instruction  is  of  opinion  that  men  who  have  studied  up  to  the 
7th  standard  (Vernacular)  in  the  local  schools  would  take  service  in  the  Vaccine 
Department  if  the  pay  was  better  and  a  stipend  offered  to  pupils  learning  the 
work.  Unless  the  pay  is  improved  the  status  of  the  Vaccinator  is  not  likely  to 
improve.  It  is,  however,  essential  that  the  staff  should  be  efficiently  supervised, 
and  is  the  one  indispensable  condition  to  the  successful  working  of  the  Vaccina¬ 
tion  department.  In  most  districts  Civil  Surgeons  cannot  find  time  or  opportuni¬ 
ty  to  make  tours  into  the  interior  of  their  district  off  main  lines  of  communication, 
and  they  require  trustworthy  assistants  in  order  to  secure  adequate  and  efficient 
work  as  well  as  reliable  returns.  Hospital  Assistants  are  not  available  for  these 
posts,  and  such  Native  Superintendents  as  have  been  employed  (12  districts  out 
of  39  employ  Superintendents)  are  of  the  vaccinator  class, 

2.  General  Operations. — The  total  number  of  operations  performed  in  the  pro-  Statement  No.  I. 
vince  during  the  year  was  398,634,  or  an  increase  of  28,124  over  last  year’s 

figures.  This  increase  was  pretty  general  in  each  division,  save  in  Mandalay 
and  the  Chin  Hills  where  there  was  a  falling  off  in  work  of  2,281  and  487  respec¬ 
tively.  This  falling  off  occurred  in  every  district  of  the  Mandalay  Division,  except 
Katha  and  is  generally  attributed  to  an  unhealthy  year  causing  more  sickness 
amongst  children. 

3.  Primary  Vaccination. — Of  the  total  number  of  operations  375,798  were  Statement  No.  I. 
primary,  or  an  increase  of  27,791  as  compared  with  last  year. 

The  ratio  of  success  attained  wras  87^0  against  87' 14  in  1902-1903. 

4.  Revaccinations • — The  revaccinations  performed  numbered  22,836  with  an  Statement  No.  L 
increase  of  333  over  the  previous  year’s  figures.  The  percentage  of  success  was 

54'97  against  46'83  in  the  year  preceding. 

5.  Age  and  sex . — Of  the  total  vaccinated,  207,861  were  males  and  190,773  Statement  No.  I. 
females.  District  returns  show  qo  apparent  reason  why  the  male  population 

should  have  been  protected  in  excess  of  females  by  over  seventeen  thousand. 

Of  the  successful  primary  cases  78,266  were  infants  under  one  year  of  age, 

178,929  children  of  between  one  and  six,  and  62,840  over  and  beyond  six  years. 

Out  of  every  100  persons  successfully  vaccinated  24  were  infants,  56  chil¬ 
dren  under  six,  and  20  over  six  years  and  adults.  The  percentage  of  unknown 
cases  to  total  vaccinated  was  2'34. 

6.  Infantile  protection. — The  percentage  of  infants  successfully  vaccinated,  Appendix  B. 
in  the  province  as  a  whole,  estimating  the  births  at  40  per  1,000  of  population, 

was  1 8  67  as  compared  with  i8‘77  in  1902-1903. 

Of  the  156,111  children  under  one  year  available  for  vaccination,  a  figure 
arrived  at  by  deducting  the  deaths  under  one  year  of  age  from  the  total  births, 

12*1  percent,  are  shown  to  have  been  successfully  vaccinated. 
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In  Municipalities  where  the  Vaccination  Act  is  in  force,  86'93  percent,  were 
successfully  protected. 

The  towns  which  return  the  highest  percentage  of  protection  are — Kyaukpyu 
(253*45)  ;  Myaungmya  (161*21)  ;  Myingyan  (1  19*27)  ;  Shwebo  (1 17*53)  ;  Akyab 
(111*14);  Pyinmana  (109  62)  ;  Kyauks&  (104-88);  Toungoo  (102-85)  ;  Tavoy 
(100*00) ;  and  Bassein  (99-74)). 

The  excess  number  of  vaccinations  over  the  number  available  in  some  towns 
is  explained  as  being  due  to  children  of  visitors  from  outlying  places  brought  in 
for  vaccination,  and  to  unvaccinated  infants  who  remained  over  from  the  previous 
year.  Erroneous  entry  of  age  by  the  vaccinators  is  also  a  probable  cause. 

The  towns  showing  the  lowest  percentage  of  infantile  protection  are — Salin 
(5479)  ;  Thaton  (53-27)  ;  Yandoon  (50-13);  Letpadan  (44*51)  ;  Kyaikto  (33*14); 
Ma-ubin  (21-37)  ;  and  Yamethin  ( 1 1  *6 1 ) . 

The  attention  of  Civil  Surgeons  have  been  drawn  to  their  responsibility  in 
the  worst  protected  Municipalities. 

In  the  town  of  Rangoon  65  percent,  of  the  available  children  were  protected. 
In  this  town  there  was  an  increase  of  4,632  operations,  or  54  per  cent,  over  last 
year’s  work  and  over  100  per  cent,  on  the  work  of  1901-1902.  The  rate  of  suc- 
A^endices  ancl  cess  was  98  per  cent. 

7.  Protection  to  population. — The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  from 
small-pox  in  Lower  Burma  during  the  year  was  1,266,  and  the  ratio  of  mortality 
0*23  per  1,000  of  the  population  against  1 ,565  and  0*28,  respectively,  in  the  previous 
year.  The  protection  afforded  by  vaccination  in  these  years  was  31-47  and  29-94 
per  1,000  respectively. 

Taking  the  figures  available  for  the  province  by  five-year  periods  it  will  be 
seen  by  a  reference  to  Appendix  A  that  though  the  protection  afforded  by  vacci¬ 
nation  increased  from  23-6  per  1,000  in  1888 — 1893  to  44-9  and  49-4,  respectively, 
in  the  two  following  quinquenniums  yet  the  death  rate  from  small-pox  was  also 
progressive,  rising  from  0-51  per  1,000  in  1888-1893  and  0-44  in  1893-1898  to 
0-76  in  the  period  1898-1903. 

It.  must  be  remembered,  however,  that  there  is  a  strong  prejudice  in  favour 
of  inoculation  in  the  districts  generally,  and  since  personal  infection  is  the  govern¬ 
ing  factor  in  the  spread  of  the  disease,  small-pox  must  always  be  more  or  less 
prevalent,  so  long  as  inoculation  continues  and  epidemic  exacerbations  will  occur 
periodically  according  to  the  epidemic  constitution  of  the  year.  For,  though, 
small-pox  may  be  introduced  into  a  susceptible  population,  yet  it  will  not  apparent¬ 
ly  give  rise  to  a  general  epidemic  unless  the  prevailing  climatic  conditions  are 
favourable  to  its  spread.  What  these  conditions  are  we  do  not  know,  but  the  fact 
remains  that  at  certain  irregular  intervals  small-pox,  as  judged  by  its  wider  spread, 
is  more  infectious  than  it  is  in  other  years  with  equal  opportunities  for  its  dissemi¬ 
nation,  Though  communication  by.  rail  and  road  have  improved  in  recent  years 
yet,  notwithstanding  this  increased  opportunity  for  personal  intercourse,  these 
epidemic  out-breaks  have  declined  in  frequency,  a  fact  which  may  fairly  be  attri¬ 
buted  to  the  inhibitory  effects  of  Vaccination, 
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The  mortality  from  small-pox  in 
Burma  though  higher  than  it  should  be 
does  not  however  compare  so  unfavour¬ 
ably  with  the  figures  for  other  Indian 
Provinces  as  shown  in  the  margin. 


Statement  No.  III.  .  8.  Dispensary  Vaccination. — As  compared  with  the  previous  year  there  was 
an  increase  of  2,667  m  number  of  vaccinations  performed  at  dispensaries. 
Primary  vaccinations  increased  by  2,302  and  re-vaccinations  by  365. 

The  total  number  of  children  under  one  year  successfully  vaccinated  was  476 
more  than  in  the  previous  year. 
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9.  Lymph  supply. — The  Meiktila  Vaccine  Depot  was  in  charge  of  Major 

J.  Penny,  up  to  8th  March  1903  when  he  was  relieved  by  Lieutenant 

D.  ].  F.  O’Donoghue,  R.A.M.C.,  who  was  in  charge  till  2nd  April  1903  and 
for  the  remainder  of  the  year  Major  T.  W.  Stewart,  I.M.S.,  was  the  Superinten¬ 
dent. 

The  total  number  of  calves  vaccinated  was  557  of  which  456  were  successful 
as  compared  with  386  and  342  respectively  in  the  previous  year. 

From  these  calves  68  7 3  ounces  of  pure  lymph  pulp  was  obtained  which  after 
admixture  with  lanoline  was  sufficient  to  vaccinate  492,476  cases. 

The  general  results  obtained  were  87^20  per  cent,  of  success  in  primary  and  Statement  No.  1. 
54*97  in  re-vaccination. 

The  Superintendent  draws  attention  to  the  want  of  uniformity  in  the  results 
returned  by  different  districts,  as  for  instance  paste  No.  304  was  distributed  to  7 
stations,  of  these  5  reported  over  90  per  cent,  of  success,  2  over  80,  one  over  70  and 
in  one  station  total  failure  was  reported.  Paste  No.  152  was  distributed  to  14 
stations,  of  these  8  returned  over  90  per  cent.,  2  over  80,  2  over  70,  one  23*63  and 
one  19*23.  Varying  results  from  the  same  district  not  infrequently  occur  in  the 
hands  of  different  vaccinators.  This,  the  Superintendent  believes,  to  be  due  to 
vaccinators  in  some  instances  not  taking  sufficient  care  of  the  paste  to  guard  it 
against  exposure  to  sun  heat  and  failing  to  thoroughly  rub  the  material  into  the 
abrasions  on  children’s  arms. 

During  the  months  of  March  and  April  the  results  were  not  very  satisfactory 
owing,  it  is  suggested,  to  deterioration  of  the  vaccine  organism  from  high  atmos¬ 
pheric  temperature.  This  is  being  investigated  with  a  view  to  improving  the 
manufacture. 

The  total  cost  of  the  establishment  comes  to  Rs.  8,475-15-1  as  comparedStatementNo.il. 
with  Rs.  8,374-1-11  in  the  previous  year  and  the  average  cost  of  production  of 
lymph  per  case  was  3  pies. 

10.  Expenditure. — The  total  cost  of  the  provincial  vaccine  department  for  Statement  No.  II. 
1903-1904  amounted  to  Rs.  94,331-2-0  as  compared  with  Rs.  85,828-1 1-2  in  the 
preceding  year.  The  extra  expenditure  was  due  partly  to  the  larger  staff  em¬ 
ployed. 

The  cost  of  each  successful  case  was  4  annas  7  pies  against  4  annas  5  pies 
in  the  previous  year. 

The  average  cost  of  each  successful  case  varied  from  Rs.  1-1-7  in  Han- 
thawaddy  ;  14  annas  4  pies  in  Thaton  ;  1 1  annas  8  pies  in  Chin  Hills  and  n  annas 
1  pie  in  Rangoon  to  2  annas  1  pie  in  Henzada  ;  2  annas  2  pies  inTavoy  ;  2  annas 
4  pies  in  Myaungmya  and  2  annas  6  pies  in  Upper  Chindwin  district. 

11.  This  statement  compares  the  primary  vaccinations  and  the  success  ob- Statement  No,  IV. 
tained  in  each  of  ten  years  ending  1903-04  by  Government,  Municipal  and  Local 

Funds  as  well  as  in  Native  States,  Dispensaries  and  in  Cantonments.  This  state¬ 
ment  calls  for  no  remarks. 

12.  Of  the  number  vaccinated  39  per  cent,  were  inspected  against  37  in  Statement  No.  V. 
1902-03. 

The  inspections  of  Native  Superintendents  show  an  increase  but  are  still 
low’er  than  they  should  be.
